A San Francisco paper publishes the 
statem ent that the St. Louis and 8an Fran* 
cisco failway proposes to immediately 
set about the completion of its road from 
it present term inus in Indian Territory 
to Albuquerque. 
If the statem ent ie 
true, and it purports to be given on good 
authority, it means a new through con­ 
nection from Southern California to St. 
Louis. 
The road was originally designed for a 
through route to the Coaet. The A tlan­ 
tic and Pacific 
was 
a 
part of 
the 
system and it 
was completed from 
Barstow 
as 
far 
as 
Albuquerque, 
where 
it 
joined 
with 
the 
Santa 
Fe. 
The latter entered into an arrange­ 
ment with the Atlantic and Pacific Dy 
which it was to have use of the line, but 
the St. Louia and San Francisco did not 
part with its rights, and whenever its 
connection is completed it can carry out 
its share of the agreement, and run 
trains over the Atlantic and Pacific track. 
The St. Louis and San Francisco sys­ 
tem as at present constituted consists of 
1,457 miles of track, running out from St. 
Louis in various directions. 
The main 
western line is 437 miles in length, and 
runs from St. I^ouis throngh Missouri 
and a corner of Arkansas down into In­ 
dian Territory. 
Its present term inus is 
Sepuipa, a small village about ten miles 
beyond the Arkansas river. 
From this 
point on the surveyed route was in almost 
a straight line through Indian Territory, 
the Panhandle of Texas and a part of 
New Mexico to Albuquerque. 
The re­ 
port states that the road has contracted 
to build 2,000 miles of track, but tbo 
unfinished portion doeB not measure 
more than 800 or 000 miles. 
When completed, this will be about 
the shortest route possible between this 
city and St. Louis.

BOARD OK DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 


New Members of Board of A gri­ 
culture—Work on the H arbor. 
The Citrus Fair. 
. 


A very im portant meeting of the JJoard 
of Directors of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce was held yesterday afternoon at 
the rooms on First street. Vice-Presi 
dent Hervev Lindley occupied the chair, 
and there was a large attendance, nearly 
all of the members of the board being 
present. 
After the reading of the minutes there 
was some discussion over the new rule 
which forbade smoking in the rooms 
while the board was in session. One of 
the members, who was addicted to the 
weed, objected to the rule, but no action 
was taken. The first subject taken under 
consideration was the 
nomination of 
members of the State Board of Agri 
culture for the southern part of the State 
to take the places of the three who were 
soon to resign. Two of those who were 
to go out of office were from the north 
and one was from the south. 
The 
opinion was expressed that if the case 
was properly laid before the Governor he 
m ight be induced to appoint two of the 
three from the south, in order that this 
section 
m ight be more satisfactorily 
represented. 
On motion, the Chair was 
instructed to select a committee of five of 
which he himself should be one, who 
should confer with the Governor on the 
m atter and send him suitable nomina­ 
tions for the positions. The committee 
thus chosen consisted of Hervev Lindley, 
C. M. Welle, J. H. Book, E. W. Jones 
and A. W. Barrett. 
Major Jones then offered the following 
resolutions relative to the compilation of 
statistics by the State Board of Agri­ 
culture, which were adopted: 
W h e r e a s, By the act to provide for 
the management and control of the 
State Agricnltural Society by the State, 
approved April 15, 1880, the Directors or 
Board of Managers of each County and 
District Agricultural 8ociety or Associa­ 
tion, and of each County, District or State 
Horticultural and Stock Breeding Asso­ 
ciation or Society, organized and acting 
under the laws of the State, are required 
to report annually, on or before the first 
day of December, to the State Board of 
Agriculture, the transactions of said 
society, and any 
and all facts and 
statistics showing the development and 
extent of the industries, products and 
resources of 
the 
county or 
district 
embraced within 
the management cf 
such society or association, exceot tha^ 
any board or body devoted to vinicul- 
tural industries shall not be required to, 
but may, at its optiou.m akesuch reports! 
and by 
so 
doing 
become 
entitled 
to equal privileges with institutions 
devoted to agriculture; and 
W h e r e a s, It h as not thus far been th e 
custom of such institutions to m ake re­ 
porte, ex cep t with regard to fairs, or 
such as are of a very general character, 
a n d not of great use or value to the m 
of people engaged in the very pursuits 
they are in ten d ed m ost to ben efit; and 
W h e re a s , Reports 
in detail from 
counties 
and 
districts showing the 
amount in total, and the amount and 
m arket value per acre, of the grain, fruit, 
vegetables, hay or other crops raised 
therein ; the kind of soil, whether moist 
or dry, irrigated or not, fertilized or not ; 
how cultivated and planted; if cf trees, 
how many to the acre; where crop is 
marketed ; the kind, number and value 
of the live Btock raised ; the value and 
quantity of 
the wool, wine, brandy, 
honey and all products directly allied to 
the soil; and indeed, as stated above, 
any and all facts and statistics showing 
the development and extent of the in­ 
dustries, products and resources of the 
county or district,would be of great value 
to the people engaged iu those indus­ 
tries, and all interested in the resources 
and growth of the State; therefore be it 
Resolved, That ihe State Board of Agri 
culture be asked to require of each 
county or district board, and our own 
district and county societies be requested 
to provide as complete and accurate re 
ports upon the subject suggested as pos­ 
sible, for publication in the next volume 
issued by the State Agricultural Society 
’and for all future reports of said society ; 
th at the Secretary of the Cham ber is 
hereby instructed to send immediately 
to the Governor of the State and to the 
Secretaries of the State Boaid of Agri­ 
culture, the Six‘h District Agricultural 
Society and the County Agricultural So­ 
ciety, a copy of these resolutions. 
Mr. H. C. W itmer, in behalf of the 
committee which was appointed at a 
recent meeting of the Cham ber to select 
some one to address the State Board of 
Horticulture on the occasion of their 
meeting in this city next M arch, re­ 
ported that a suitable selection had been 
made bat that the committee had not 
yet had time to confer with the indi­ 
vidual on the m atter and hence were not 
quite ready to report. 
Dr. J. P. Widney made a report in 
behalf of the Committee on Commerce, 
on the state of the work oa the San 
Pedro harbor. 
He requested that hia 
rem arks should not be made public 
They contained no facts which have not 
already been published. 
Mr. W itmer expressed himself a=? in 
favor of taking some kind of definite 
action in the m atter of the harbor and 
other appropriations and offered the 
following resolutions: 
W h erea s, The L os Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce has at all times urged and 
encouraged the idea of large expenditure 
of public moneys from the National 
Treasury for betterm ent of onr harbor at 
San Pedro and for public buildings a' 
Los 
AngeleB, 
as 
well 
as for 
the 
Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica; and 
W h erea s, 
A large appropriation at 
San Pedro seems to this Cham ber to be a 
question of vital importance to all the 
commercial interests of Southern Cali­ 
fornia ; and 
W h erea s, There is being an effort 
m ade by our Representative in Congress 
to have an additional appropriation for 
our pnblic building of $350,000; and 
W h e r e a s , There seems to be a great 
necessity for a large sum of money for 
onr Soldiers’ H om e; now , therefore, be 
it resolved by this Cham ber, th at in 
order to further these interests and to 
promote the welfare of this entire com­ 
m unity, that it is the sense of this Cham­ 
ber th a t a representative|from thiB borly 
be sent to Washington to represent the 
interests of this community, and to press 
o a r claims for such appropriations as, 
fr o m time to time we may Bee fit to refer 
t o h im . 
Resolved, That we request the railroad 
companies to furnish transportation to 


oar accredited representative for the par­ 
póse herein stated. 
Resolved, That our Representative and 
Senators in Congress 
be 
requested 
to recognize onr representative f om this 
Chamber as representing the commercial 
interests of this county, and to assist him 
in every m anner possible in furthering 
onr interests. 
Resolved, That Major E. W. Jones, the 
President of this Cham ber, who has done 
so much to build up the interests of this 
Chamber and this com m unity, who has 
spent much time and money in our inter­ 
ests, who is thoroughly competent and 
loyal to this section, who has well in­ 
formed himself as to our needs, be and 
is hereby requested in the interests of 
our urgent needs to undertake this diffi­ 
cult mission, and that he be and is hereby 
fully empowered to aek and demand in 
our nam e the just recognition of our 
rights. 
These resolutions were adopted after 
eome discussion, in which Major Jones 
suggested th at the undertaking had bet­ 
ter be placed in the hands of 6oine attor­ 
ney in Washington, instead of being left 
to any individual in this eection. 
I t was suggested th at the representa­ 
tive, whoever he m ight be, would wish 
to work in harm ony with the Congres­ 
sional member from this district, and 
the Secretary was instructed to write to 
General Vandever on the m atter. 
An invitation to the Board of Directors 
to attend the laying of the corner stone of 
the Reform School at W hittier on the 
29th,was read and accepted with thanks. 
The subject of the strange attitude of 
the Citrus Fair Committee was brought 
before tbe board bv the reading of the 
resignation of A. H. Danker from the 
committee. Mr. Book voiced the general 
regret which he affirmed existed at the 
apparent determination of the committee 
to abandon the effort to give a fair this 
year. 
He believed that the action of 
the committee was not warranted by the 
mere fact that Mr. Hancock had been 
made the general manager of both fairs. 
He moved th at it be declared the sense 
of the board that the fair should be held 
this year. 
The motion was carried 
unanimously, Major Jones explaining 
that the statem ent th at he had been in 
favor of giving up the enterprise had 
arisen oat of a misunderstanding. 
A good deal of discussion followed as 
to what could be done to induce the 
committee to go on with the work. The 
whole m atter was finally placed in the 
hands of the Secretary and President of 
the board, who were to consult with the 
members of the committee and report at 
the next meeting of the board. 
The resignation of Lewis Blankenhcrn 
from his position on the Committee on 
Statistics was read and accepted. 
A communication from 
the Acting 
Secretary of the State Board of Trade, 
asking for views to bs used as slides by 
the stereoDticon with 
the “ California 
on Wheels,” was read and indefinitely 
postponed. 
The question of new quarters for the 
Chamber was brought up, and Sacre'ary 
Patton mentioned several offers of suit­ 
able locations which had been made. 
He outlined the plan, which has already 
been set forth in these columns, with 
regard 
to 
a 
perm anent 
exhibit. 
The 
undertaking 
seemed 
to 
meet 
with the 
approval of the 
members 
of the board, and the m atter was finally 
left in the hands of the President and 
Secretary of the Cham ber and the Chair­ 
man of the Committee on W ays and 
Means, with power to act. The Secretary 
announced that he had a>ready secured 
twenty new members, and that with the 
addit on of 150 more all the expenses of 
the undertaking could easily be borne. 
Tbe committee 
announced that they 
would not come to a decision on the 
matter of location until Saturday noon, 
and that up to that time they would 
receive, through the Secretary, bids for a 
suitable ground-floor room centrally lo­ 
cated. 
On motion the Secretary was instructed 
to correspond with State Surveyor Wm. 
Hamm Hall about the beginning of 
work on the arid land survey of the 
General Government in this part of the 
S'ate. 
He was also instructed to rem it 
$25 from funds not otherwise appropri­ 
ated to the Secretary of the Pacific Coast 
Chamber of Commerce for the admission 
of the Cham ber of this city to that or­ 
ganization. The board then adjourned.

C annon, of Illinois, th e m inority of 
th e com m ittee, reported 
a substitute 
resolution as follows: 
W h e r e a s , On th e 18th and 20th days 
of D ecem ber, an d a t o ther tim es, the 
H ouse referred to th e C om m ittee on 
Foreign A ffairs divers bills, petitions 
an d m em orials touching th e projected 
W orld’s F air of 1892, th ereb y giving full 
jurisdiction to th a t com m ittee of th e 
w hole subject-m atter, and said com m it­ 
tee lias given ex haustive consideration to 
th e sam e.

A dam s, of Illinois, 
denied th a t th e bill h ad been slipped iu. 
M ason, of Illinois, favored th e retention 
of th e W orld’s F air hill by th e C om m it­ 
tee on Foreign A ffairs, because h e be­ 
lieved it w ould expedite th e business of 
th e H ouse. 
B utierw orth, of O hio, argued against 
w ithdraw ing th e jurisdiction from the 
Foreign A ffairB C om m ittee, w hich had 
b een appointed w ithout prejudice and 
w ith o u t preconceived notions.

tlem en from New Y ork never w anted a 
new deal n n til th ey held a bad hand.

“ W e failed to get a special com m ittee 
an d , th e object failing, th e agreem ent 
failed .” 
C annon th e n modified his resolution 
b y striking out th e clause requiring a 
vote to be first tak en on locating t h e fair 
east or w e B t of th e A llegheny m ountains. 
A vote was th en tak en on substituting

S enate, H ale, from th e C ensus C om m it 
tee, reported back adversely th e bill to 
require th e S uperintendent of C ensus to 
ascertain w hat percentage of people own 
th e ir ^ w n farm s, th e n um ber of farm s 
under ffioortgage and th e am ount thereof, 
M orrill, from th e F inance C om m ittee, 
reported the concurreuc resolution . _ 
questing th e Secretary of th e T reasury 
not to m ake a new* lease of th e islands 
of St. Paul and St. G eorge,in A laska, for 
th e purpose of taking fur seals thereon, 
and to postpone all action in relation 
thereto until after th e 20th of F ebruary 
1890. 
Paseed. 
Among the bills reported from com ­ 
m ittees and placed on th e calen d ar w ere 
th e following: 
E stablishing a custom s 
collection district to consist of th e S tates 
of N orth and South D akota; for th e re­ 
m oval of Indian prisoners in th e E tsf 
(G eronim o’s band) to F o rt Sill, Indian 
Territory. 
The Senate then took up th e bill in ­ 
troduced by B utler to provide for th e 
em igration of persons of color from th e 
Southern States, and B utler proceeded to 
address th e Senate. 
This, be said, w as too grave a subjsct 
to be distorted by party considerations, 
or confined w ithin th e narrow bounda­ 
ries and lim its of party lines. 
Some per 
sons who held hig h ran k in th e intel­ 
lectual world, held th a t in th e history of 
th e A frican race in thie country w as to 
be seen th e hand of God for th e accom ­ 
plishm ent of a great purpose in the 
other hem isphere. 
E veuts appeared to 
be shaping them selves in a m a n n er to 
justify such a conclusion. 
T he race 
question raised by th e changed attitude 
of th e two races tow ard each o th er, wan 
burning evidence th a t the issue was not 
confined to any locality, section or party. 
W hat was to becom e of th e 200,000 
Indians cf this country, and of th e 100,­ 
000 C hinam en, wae a difficult problem , 
but th e m ost profound inquiry applied 
directly to the pending bill, and th a t was 
w hat was to be the fate of th e six or 
eight m illion negroes in th is country. 
They were citizens; they had th e ballot; 
they bad all the civil and political rights 
w hich the w hite m en had, an d w hich 
were denied to o ther colored races. 
B utler referred 
to 
th e 
absence of 
colored people from all th e high positions 
in this country, and saw in th a t fact proof 
of unrelenting, 
unforgiving, incurable 
race prejudice. 
If anybody, h e said, had 
predicted before th e w ar th a t th e S o u th ­ 
ern S tates would w ithin a few years be 
represented in both H ouses of OoDgress 
by m en w ho were th en slaves, h e would 
have been laughed at. 
If anyone p re­ 
dicted today th a t w ithin h alf a centur \ 
not a full-blooded genuine negro would 
he found in th e U nited S tates,he would not 
be believed, and y et th ere w era m en who 
expecred th a t very thing. 
T he bill, he 
said, contem plated a gradual, orderly, 
voluntary m ovem ent of th e colored peo­ 
ple out of th e S outhern S tates, and pro­ 
vided for th e G overnm ent to enable them 
to do so. ' W hile th s negroes rem ained 
in large m asses am i exceeded in nu m ­ 
bers th eir w hite neighbors, n o t only did 
tii© negroes not advance in th e scale of 
civilization, b u t actually retrograded

hand 
observation aud experience h ad 
con 
viuced h im th at, w here th e w hite race 
w as largely in th e m ajority, th e w hite 
m an was better off and tho negro wae 
better off, so th a t no friend of the 
negroes would oppose th e bill because it 
would be hurtful to th e negro. 
H e be 
lieved if th e G overnm ent would do its 
duty by th e negro (instead of coach­ 
ing him and confusing him w ith civil

substantial 
assistance in bis struggle for regenera­ 
tion and real freedom , he w ould illum ine 
the d ark continent of h is fath ers w ith 
th e light of C hristianity and law .

of p art, a t least, of its superabundant 
cheap labor, th ere would be such an im ­ 
m igration of w iiite, intelligent, progress 
ive citizens th a t th e prosperity of the 
South (luring th e laet decade w ould pale 
into insignificance as com pared w ith iis 
future progress.

W e Om aha to sh o w O a r E lettie. 
The treatm ent of Southern California 
by the northern counties has been un­ 
just, ungenerous, disingenuous and in­ 
salting. The policy of the northern and 
central connties is to create the im pres­ 
sion in the E ast and abroad that there 
are practically no differences between 
the climate or the productions of the 
several sections of California, and this 
ridiculous claim is put forward, not in 
express term s, but with all the mislead­ 
ing force of the suppressio veri of the 
logicians, notwithstanding that there are 
portions of oar long State which have a 
climate more severe than that of Maine 
or Verm ont; while in this section—at 
least as to the counties aligning the coast 
from Point Concepcion south to the 
Mexican line—the range of temperature 
is notably milder than th at portion of 
the M editerranean coast of 
Europe 
known as the Riviera. Predicating their 
action on the fact 
that 
here 
and 
there, in small and 
well protected 
nooks, 
oranges 
and 
lemons 
can 
be raised 
in 
some years, although 
not in appreciable commercial quantities 
in their section, the mem bers of the 
Legislature of the northern and central 
counties succeeded in getting as large an 
appropriation for holding a citrus fair 
np north as was accorded to the southern 
counties. 
This, of itself, was highly absurd, but 
the counties of the real citrus belt could 
have supported the injustice if there had 
not been insult euperadded. Not con 
tioent with (he falsehood and dissimula 
tion involved in holding the two sections 
np as practically eqaal producers of the 
orange, a Sacramento m an was selected 
as Superintendent of the fair, which 
was to represent distinctively the south­ 
ern products. 
Mr. Hancock not only 
was not in any sense a fair representa­ 
tive of this special interest of Southern 
California, but he was a member of a 
hostile community. He was careful to 
paralyze the movement for a fair in the 
southern counties by staying away. The 
local members of the committee became 
disgusted at the farce, and there is now 
talk of not haviog any fair at all here 
this year. 
In our judgm ent this policy would be 
a bad one. 
Instead of being discour­ 
aged, we should summon all our pluck 
and ineure an exhibit of surpassing 
splendor. 
This can be done readily 
enough, but to do it requires a public 
spirit and energy which, to tell the truth, 
do not often characterize the people cf 
Los Angeles. 
We should throw our own 
money and effort into the m atter, and if 
we shall do so the whole country will 
ring with the completeness and perfec­ 
tion of the display. 
In all our recollection the southern 
connties have only once done themselves 
justice, and that was in their citrus and 
apple exhibits at the New Orleans ex­ 
position. 
Southern 
California 
wa« 
loaded down with premiums for oranges, 
Riverside growers taking the sweep­ 
stakes medal from the whole world. 
Singularly enough Los Angeles, which 
is supposed by some people not to be 
able to grow an apple fit to be eaten, 
took the sweepstakes premium for that 
fruit, as well as innumerable medals for 
oranges, lemons, wines, brandies and 
other specialties, 


C a l if o r n ia cannot afford to lose such 
men as Win. T. Garrett, who died at his 
home in San Franciecoon Tuesday. 
He 
was a man of great energy, of indomit­ 
able will, push and perseverance. 
He 
arrived on the Coast in pioneer times 
and established the first braes foundry 
ever started in this State. 
Although his 
shops were destroyed by fire at three 
different times, be never lost heart, but 
came out of the ordeal each time with 
fresh energy, and at the time cf his 
death he had oue of the most extensive 
and 
flourishing 
foundries 
in 
the 
State. 
H e 
had 
an 
inventive 
genius, and many valuable improve' 
m ents in pumps, engines and other ma* 
chinery were wrought out by him . 
As 
he amassed wealth he placed it in en­ 
terprises and industries th at proved of 
benefit to the State. 
W ith Governor 
Perkins and Mr. Richard Gird, he was 
interested in a very im portant land and 
w ater scheme near the M exican line in 
Arizona. 
He had held many offices of 
trust in San Francisco, and represented 
that city in the State Senate from 1870 
to 1874. 
He was a strong m an in every 
respect, in character, in ability and in 
business acu men and energy. 


P r e s id e n t H a r r is o n seems to have 
been as unfortunate in congratulating 
the people upon the perfect state of our 
foreigo relations as upon the prosperity 
w hich Las characterized the country at 
home. 
W hile the first nine m onths of 
his administration have been signalized 
by strikes, lock outs and commercial, 
industrial and financial depression, few 
things seem to go well with os in our 
relations abroad. 
The cose of Samoa 
illustrates oar msaning. 
That country

T r u s t s - * c w D e p a rtu re , 
The late decision of Judge Wallace in 
the 8ugar Reflaery case in 8an Fran­ 
cisco, together with tbe great num ber of 
bills which have been introduced into 
both Houses of Congress in regard to 
trusts, shows that those delectable com­ 
binations are not hereafter to be allowed 
to have matters all their own way, 
Judge Wallace has re-affirmed the old 
English common law proposition that 
corporations are created as much for the 
good of the general public as for th at of 
the incorporators; and th at where, as in 
the case of a Sugar T ust, a corporation 
is u?ed to enhance the cost of any staple 
article of public consumption, that fact 
of itself forfeits the franchise. This is 
sound law, and courts have of late years 
been 80 subservient to th e moDev power 
that some surprise is occasioned in the 
public mind when an upright judge does 
his duty by rendering such a decision 
The Supreme Court of New York has 
also recently m ade an exactly identical 
ruling. 
Some time ago we adverted to 
the determ ined action of the Secretary of 
State of Missouri, who declared the char­ 
ters of some nine hundred corporations 
in th at State forfeited because they had 
"neglected to comply with the statutes of 
th at State. There was a great outcry all 
over the United States at this action of the 
Missouri officials, of course confined to 
the representatives of the money power. 
There is consternation as well as rage 
amongst those who have been abusing 
the powers put into their hands by the 
people for the public good. 
Tne organ 
izers of trusts, railway and telegraph 
wreckers and consolidators of steamship 
lines for the purpose of destroying com­ 
petition and raising rates would all do 
well to look sharply to this new de­ 
velopment, so encouraging to the people 
and discouraging to tbem . The-people 
may make up their m inds not only to 
look for security for the future, but in 
dem nity for the past. 
In such inquiries 
and quests for reim bursem ent men like 
Mr. Jay Gould m ight not fare very well 
The old days, in which such judges as 
Cardoza and Barnard sat on the bench in 
New York City and perverted laws 
the purposes of corporations, have evi­ 
dently been replaced by those of exact 
and impartial justice. 
In Judge W allace's decision he not 
only affirm j the commercial axiom that 
competition is the life of trade, but he 
announces that it is a living principle of 
the law also. 
Oa the whole, things are 
becoming rather uncomfortable for the 
Sugar Trasts, Whiskey Trusts, Rubber 
Trusts and the one hundred and one 
other trusts th at threatened to eat up 
the people of the United States as fully 
as did the Seven Plagues of Egypt de­ 
vour the Fellaheen of that devoted land.

name one m ay call the peculier weather 
dispensations of the region east of tbe 
Rockies is a com paratively new thing 
especially as to the Eastern and Middte 
States. 
Som ething of the kind had 
occasionally been reported from Kansas 
back in the fifties, bu t the first real 
cyclone in the State of New York oc­ 
curred in the Spring of 1873. I t blew a 
portion of a train off the track and carried 
one young lady a distance of three or 
four hundred yards. The next and most 
serious eastern development of the kind 
occurred in tho hills back of Allegheny. 
A cloud burst there in a funnel-shaped 
ravine, did a great deal of damage to 
property and killed between three and 
four hundred people, together with many 
horses, c o w b and other animals. 
Curious pranks of the cyclone had 
been reported for many years from the 
West, which not only involved loss of 
life and property, but demonstrated in 
an especial m anner the great power of 
the elem ents. 
In Kansas and adjoining 
States it 
waB no unusual thing for 
tornado 
to 
come 
along 
in 
spiral 
form 
and 
twist 
the 
steeple off of a church, 
carrying it 
for a distance of miles and dropping it 
down intact. 
In extensive sections of 
th at country it was usnal with many 
of the people to build caves for refuge in 
case of storms. 
U ndoubtedly 
the most tremendous 
storm ever known in tae Eastern 8tates 
was the celebrated blizzard in March 
188S. Its greatest severity was reported 
from New York, but that was only be­ 
cause in New York there is such a great 
population. It was every whit as severe 
in W ashington, Baltimore and Boston. 
In all these cities everything of the char 
a-ter of a vehicle disappeared as com 
pletely as if they had never existed. 
Street cars were left standing on tbe 
tracks, and were a week thawing out. 
Men were frozen almost solid as they 
walked to their hotels or homes. Roscoe 
Conkling was caught in a snowdrift and 
was killed by the exposure, as were 
thousands of others, less well known. 
The seeds of death were laid by that 
storm in hundreds of thousands of 
people. 
The moral of all of which is come out 
to California, where the cyclone has 
never put in an appearance. Do not 
stand on the order of your coming, but 
come at once.

W a s h in g t o n , January 16.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury recommended to the 
House today, that the lim it of the cost 
of the public building at Los Angelep, be 
increased from $150,000 to 
$500,000. 
Tne object of this increase is to purchase 
additional land to extend the present 
building, and another story which should 
be constructed in order to afford proper 
accommodation for the public service. 
The building as at present designed and 
contracted for is not sufficient to accom­ 
modate the needs of the public service, 
even at this time, and affords much lees 
specs for the postoffice than it has in the 
rented building now occupied by the 
Government. 
[A former dispatch on this subject, 
which was received and sent to press be­ 
fore the foregoing came to hand, placed 
the limit of the increased appropriation 
recommended bv the Secretary of the 
Treasury at $350,000 instead of $500,000. 
The first telegram wa3 som ewhat arn- 
biguone in wording, and was deciphered 
as meaning that the appropriation wan to 
W» increased only from $150,000 to $350,­ 
000; but this la'pr dispatch makes the 
net increase $350 000, or $500,000 for the 
limit of the appropriation. This is more 
in accord with the urgency of the situa­ 
tion, and on the principle “ small favors 
thankfully received, larger ones in pro­ 
portion,” the citizens of Loe Angeles (if 
¡he recommendations of the Secretary 
are favorably acted upon by Congress) 
have reason to be very thanxful.—E d ]

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CARL’S COMPLAINT.

When the case of the people against 
Carl Browne waa called yesterday in 
Department 1, the picturesque Carl was 
on hand, represented by his scarcely* 
less original lawyer, Hon. J. Marion 
Brooks. 
Colonel Brooks produced a 
handle of papers and proceeded to read a 
batch of demurrers to the indictmeut 
which chargee Browne with being 
guilty of extortion, as the legal phras6 
is, or blackmail as the popular word 
goea. It will not be necessary to go over 
more than one of these demurrers, the 
largest of the lot, for the reason that it 
embraces all there is in the others plus 
a great deal besides. 
It sets out with the proposition 
now worn threadbare 
by reiter- 
tion 
in the Montaña and Edelman 
cases that the Grand Jury was not prop­ 
erly compounded, in that there were in 
the body at all times persons not quali­ 
fied to serve, to-wit: W. H. Spurgeon, 
O. P. Chubb, Joseph Beach and W. L. 
Brown, who were each and all citissns, 
not of Los Angeles, but of Orange county. 
Spurgeon was gnilty not only of beiDg a 
plain citizen of Orange county, but he 
was a Supervisor thereof. 
The demurrer then takes up each and 
every of the Supervisors and goes on to 
state that the e gentlemen were preju­ 
diced against Browne to snch a degree 
that they were utterly unable to give 
his case a half fair hearing. 
W. 
C. Furrey, the foreman of the Grand 
Jury is alleged to have been so preju­ 
diced that he openly declared long prior 
to the finding of the verdict that he be­ 
lieved Mr. Brooks’ client to be guilty 
John Miluer, another member of the 
Grand Jury, is charged with plain preju­ 
dice. Ed. Roth comes under the same 
category. W. Pendleton, O. P. Chubb. 
C. Ganahl, Joseph Beach are all alleged 
to have been prejudiced, with no frills 
added to the charge. Spurgeon is charged 
with being so charged with gall and bit­ 
terness that he has for a long time past 
refused to have convers with the artist- 
editcr, who makes streams run up bill 
and who draws reversible landscapes 
according to the canons of criticism 
formulated by Ambrose Bierce, a friend 
of Carl’s. Spurgeon and Browne never 
speak when they pass by. 
J. M. Hale is prejudiced against 
Colonel Brooks’s client, and as a reason 
for euch prejudice it is set forth that 
Carl denounced Hale as a partner íd the 
racing pools ruu by Rodman. 
W. Chipperdale, James Cuzner, H 
A. Hunt and John Hanna, are all set 
forth as prejudiced with no coloring mat 
ter put in the picture. Then comes 
Colonel Oscar Maey, who is charged 
with being a bitter enemy of Carl’s 
and it is alleged that he grossly 
prejudged the 
guilt of the artist, 
Captain George C. 
Knox comes 
next in the list. 
His enmity 
represented as implacable. He bitterly 
hates Browne, because the artist held 
him up before the public as a corrupt 
Police Commissioner, and as being 
“afflicted with the disease known as the 
big head.” 
I saac Gibbs is charged with prejudice, 
and as being one of the gang of conspira­ 
tors to throw Browne down. The list 
w inds up with Tom Goss, who is charged 
w ith prejudice, with the addition that he 
Baid before tbe indictment was found that 
he believed Carl to be guilty because I. 
W. Heilman told him Browne had at­ 
tem pted to blackmail him 
Nearly all these gentlemen are repre­ 
sented as saying they believed Browne 
guilty, and that lie ought to be indicted 
on general principles. 
The case comes up next Tuesday, at 
which date the Grand Jury are cited to 
be present and state their side of the 
case.

It 
is not probable that there remain in the 
teeming womb of time and nature any 
new forme of life. The vital powers have 
produced all the species che re are to be. 
If the scale bug ware powerful epough to 
sweep vegetation from the face of the 
earth, that would long ago have been 
done, and the globe would now be a 
rock as bare as tbe moon. The scale is 
transient in his career, and is about to 
pass away for ages.

S o m e * o f T ls o s e W ell

California has bo successfully proved 
its ability to raise fiae horaes that it is 
not to be wondered at that the State can 
also raiae fine doge, and the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner drawa attention to the 
gradual inflar to America of that pet of 
the English sportsman, the fox terrier, 
and specially mentions that San Fran­ 
cisco has some fine specimens. 
Upon 
looking into the matter, it is found that 
Los Angeles can see San Francisco and 
go one better. There are also some fine 
terriers here, and, further, Loa Angeles 
has the honor of being the first Califor 
nian city to possess an English fox terrier 
at all. 
In 1873 Mr. C. A. Sumner brought two 
from England ; a short time afterwards 
Capt. Hutchineon imported one, and 
about the same date E. P. Tomkinson 
brought his famous Jock here, and from 
these some of the present dogs in Los 
Angeles trace their pedigree—notably 
Mrs. Murrieta’s Jock, H. J. Stewart’» 
dogs and the konnel of Mr. Young, of 
Duarte. 
The fox Jerrier is such a complete 
multum in parvo, it is not to be wondered 
at that it is a favorite everywhere. For 
pluck, endurance, activity and sagacity, 
all wrapped up in a small compass, it 
has no equal, and some of the stories told 
of their doings are almost incredible. 
For instance, Oapt. Hutchinson’s Tar­ 
tar went to earth after a badger once 
and was lost underground for several 
days, and was supposed to he killed 
there. 
In 
spite 
of 
digging, 
no 
trace could be discovered, until one day 
a Chinaman beard some faint scratching 
at the root of a tree many feet away 
from the entrance to the hole. Captain 
Hutchinson hardly believing it could be 
his dog, nevertheless,set to work digging 
and was at last rewarded by coming 
upon his poor famished animal held fast 
and jammed under some roots, where he 
had been for five days. Only his pluck . 
rescued him ; a car would have died lon^ 
before, but Tartar never ga>einand 
lived for many a day after. 
Captain Tomkinson, too, has a remark­ 
able story about his dog Jock, which un­ 
fortunately refused to move when a 
reaper came by and so lost a hind leg. 
He got over his accident though, and 
used to come in from Green Meadows on 
his three legs as if none the worse, but 
he was always spoiling for a fight, until 
one day when he was cornered by two 
immense dogs, which were lying in wait 
for him. Puor Jock got a licking and 
was badly used up, but the worst part 
was that his ofT fore leg was so injured 
he could not put it on the ground. It 
being on the same side as the lost hind 
leg, the animal was completely UBed op 
and couldn’t move. 'As Captain Tom­ 
kinson was riding a restive colt at tho 
time, he was unable to carry his pet, so 
started ofT to fetch a wagon, when to his 
surprise up got Jock and bicycle-like 
followed on two legs, both on tho same 
eide. The poor dog had to lie down now 
and then, as his jumps would only last 
for 
a 
short 
distance at a 
time. 
He got 
home 
safo 
at 
last and 
was 
carefully 
nursed 
until 
he 
recovered. 
Nothing but the indomit­ 
able pluck peculiar to the breed would 
have carried him through such a jour­ 
ney. 
However, space forbids further gossip. 
Los Angeles had a very creditable claB 
of fox terriers in the last bench show 
here, among the exhibitors being Miss 
Susie Patton, Mrs. E. Bowring, Mesprs. 
Campbell-Johnston, Chadwick, Bolton, 
Cawston, Holborough and Dr. Murray. 
Several of their dogs were the progeny of 
Mr. Malim’s Finnette, which all took 
prizes, .and one was descended from 
three-legged Jock. 
Among the owners 
of fox terriers near here, in addition to 
those already menti ned, are Messrs. 
Dan McFarland, L. J. Rjse, Jr., Tom 
Rhodes, Waring, Cscil 
Sumniar. Dr. 
Stewart and C. A. Snmner, the latter 
being the owner of a son of Lucifer and 
great-grand-«on of Result, the dog for 
which $5,000 was refused. 
Lucifer is 
said to be the best dog in the world to­ 
day, and certainly so far has never been 
beaten, having taken no Icbb than forty- 
five drat and special prizes in the States 
and England. Any one who knows the 
breed must certainly acknowledge that 
the fox terrier is the best dog for town 
or country, sport or companionship, and 
alike the best burglar alarm and a 
playmate for the baby.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


T h e n a y or T a l k s A bout tlic Supply 
C o m m itte e . 
The Board of Health met last night, 
Mayor Hazard in the chair and Drs. 
Davidson, Hagan, ^Kurlz and Mr. E. T. 
Wright present. A communication ask 
ing for an extension of the cow limits 
was referred to the Health Officer. 
Mayor Hazard said that it was his in 
tention to notify the head of every 
department, that in the future all bills 
in-jurred for supplies and other incidental 
expenses, must be presented to the 
Board of Commissioners for his depart­ 
ment, and that body would recommend 
the Council to pass an ordinance author 
izing him to niake such outlay as it 
should deem necessary. Mr. Brown, the 
Chairman of the Supply Committee, had 
overreached himself and his days were 
numbered. He therefore notified the 
Health Officer at that time, that the 
board would not in the future approve 
any bills; but would recommend the 
Council to authorize him by ordinance 
to meet them. 
Mr. A. D. Childress addressed the 
board at some length on the matter of 
the street sprinkling contract, and asked 
for relief from the necessity of locating 
barns in each district, as required by the 
contract. He stated that the superin­ 
tendent of street sprinkling had called 
his attention to the matter, and said that 
such an arrangement would create con­ 
fusion all the time. Ha believed that 
the contract would be literally complied 
with, bat in case that it should be to the 
advantage of the contractors, and not to 
the city’s detriment, to form one central 
camp at any time, he wanted the board 
to authorize him to do so, he on his part 
agreeing to have the teams on lime in 
each district. After a good deal of dis­ 
cussion on the subj jet it was agreed that 
the board could not interfere with a con­ 
tract made by the Council, but at the 
gams time Mr. Childress was given to 
understand that the board wonld offer no 
objection to hie having one central barn, 
provided no cOtbpUlnt was made about 
his not fulfilling tiid terms of his con­ 
traer. 
Mr. Garrett presented two bills 
amounting to $77, for funeral expenfifeu 
of three smallpox patients in 1887 and 
1888. They were approved to the extent 
of $45 on motion of Dr. Kurlz. 
Heulth Officer McGowan reported that 
the pond on Flower street, between 
Temple and Courthouse streets, was a 
nuisance, and he wanted the board to 
authorize him to have it abated at the 
owner’s expense by filling it up. Mr. 
Wright was of the opinion that as it was 
the fault of the city in grading the street 
and not leaving the natural outlet of the 
water open, it would be unfair to compel 
a man to fill up his lot. A number of 
suggestions were made, and Dr. Kurtz 
finally moved that the Clerk of the board 
recommend the Council to instruct the 
City Engineer not to interfere with the 
natural water courses in laying out nnd 
grading streets, and call that body’s at­ 
tention to this case as an example to be 
avoided. 
Iu the matter of Jones’ reservoir on 
Orange street the Health Officer recom­ 
mended that an ordinance be passed 
compelling all private reservoirs, and 
this one in particular, to be cemented on 
the sides and bottom, and that they be 
covered, but this was modified, on mo­ 
tion of Dr. Davisson, so as to ‘read that 
all reservoirs be covered. The Health 
Officer presented his annual report, but 
after a few extracts therefrom had been 
read, it was referred to a committee, 
composed of Drs. Hagan and DavissoD, 
for the purposes of m odification, and the 
board then adjourned.
